NEWMARKET HEARD FROM. 


Secretary of Health Explains Small- 


pox Situation in That Town. 


The item in a recent issue of the 


H:rald expressing the suspicion that 
persons with the smallpox were com- 
ing, down to this city freely from New- 
market has called forth the follow- 
ing denial and explanatory communi- 
cation from Dr. Morse, secretary of 
the 
Newmarket 
board 
of health, 


which the Herald is glad to print; 


Office of the Board of Health, 
Newmarket, N. H., Jan. 23, 1903. 


Editor Herald, 


Portsmouth, N. H.: 


My attention has just been called to 
an article -which appeared in your pa- 
per of last evening's edition, and it 
is so unjust and misleading, that in 
justice to the town of 
Newmarket 


and its health officials, I am com- 
pelled to write you the facts and I 
must respectfully ask that you pub- 
lish this communication, in the col- 
umns of your esteemed paper. 


We have at this time eleven cases 


of smallpox and varioloid in town. 


All of these cases are under the 


care of Dr. S. H. Greene, a man who 
has had smallpox, and who has been 
practicing medicine for nearly forty 
years. The -board of health, has full 
confidence in his ability and judg- 
ment, and all are working for the 
same one end. 


All the cases are quarantined, ex- 


cepting the family of Mr. Nathaniel 
Edgerly, who lives on the North sid« 
and whose son, Charles, was the first 
case, in a large double house located 
at No. 9 Elm street, which is guarded 
by a police officer day and night. 


Every suspected 
case is 
duly 


watched, and when the case will war- 
rant it is removed to the hospital 
The house from which the patient i; 
taken is quarantined for fifteen days 


The name of every employe of the 


Newmarket Manufacturing cbmpaby 
who is absent from- work is sent to 
the office of the company and the 
case is investigated at once, so as to 
let no one escape. 


We have in town forty or more 


Greeks -who reside in one of the com- 
pany's houses nil 
by themselves.' 


Nearly all of them have been success 
fully vaccinated. And within a very 
few days every one of them has 
been examined carefully. It might be 
possible for one of them to have been 
taken sick, and been sent out of town 
by his friends, but nothing of this 
kind has ever come to the knowledge 
of the board, or attending physician. 


Your city physician, Dr. Hannaford, 


and Mr. Prime, one of the members 
of your board of health, were in town 
yesterday, and we explained to them 
the situation as it was. 


The Greek case which came to your 


city some few days since we know 
nothing of. The Frenchman, named 
Levi Billideaux, was a woodcutter and 
boarded with a Mrs. Doucet, who re- 
sides at No. 9 Main street. He left 
town three weeks ago yesterday on 
the 5:59 a. TO. train for Exeter. We 
never saw him, he never had a doc- 
tor, and we did not know that such a 
man lived in town. 


Now, 
Mr. Editor, if you or any 


member of your city government, or 
any prominenF citizen of your city 
doubts the truth of the statements 
that I have made, we would ask for a 
few investigations. 
We know that 


the more that is said in the press 
about such cases the more it injures 
the town and the business interests, 
and I am loth to believe that you 
would lend the columns of your paper 
to injure the town of Newmarket or 
the people in it. Hoping this explana- 
tion will be satisfactory to the good 
people of Portsimouth, I am'

:o the court are arranged, and pre- 
pared by the register of probate, and 
except in the practice of probate law 
.he position does not in any way inter- 
fere with the general practice of law. 
A.S one lawyer from a Northern town 
remarks: ' Should the state ever de- 
cide to "hol(^ regular court every day in 
the year, they would at the present 
ate be obliged to pay the judge a 
salary much larger than is paid the 
overnor of the state." 
To substantiate this statement, he 


produced the following figures: Twen- 
;y-four sessions arc now held at a sal- 
ary of $1000 ,or $41 bo 2-3 per session, 
a fairly good day's pay. At that rate 
a court held every day oE the present 
year would ,make the salary of the 
judge $13,040.66 2-3. With an increase 
of the present salary to $1500, with 
eight additional sessions 
of 
court 


the daily pay would be $46.87%, and 
the yearly salary 
of a daily court 


would be $14,671.87. 


Another lawyer, 
on being ques- 


tioned, stated that in his opinion, and 
in the opinion of many others, the 
present salary of the judge of pro- 
bate, giving as it does a free rein for 
the practice of all but probate law, is 
much too large, and it is the most lu- 
crative position in the state.

to seldom off feed. The farm depart- 
ment of the Kansas experiment station 
makes this assertion in a recent bulle- 
tin and gives the following reasons for 
It:

Average corn contains ^72 per cent of , 


starch. Starch in feed is not absorbed 
Into tbe system and us£d in building " 
up the body and sustaining life until it ( 
is changed to sugar. When changed to 
sugar,' it is readily absorbed and used ; 
in the body. The saliva of the mouth j 
has the power to make this change, ;

while the juices of tbe stomach do not 
It follows, then, that the method of pre- 
paring the feed that will induce the 
steer to> chew it the most thoroughly . 
and for the longest time will secure the 
greatest amount of saliva mixed with 
the feed and the greatest amount of 
starch changed to a "form that will build 
up the steer's body. 


When grain and roughage tan mixed 


together, the steer eats slowly, giving 
much time for the food to become sat- 
urated with the saliva and for the 
saliva to act on the starch. When the 
food is swallowed, it goes from the 
mouth to the paunch. When the food 
reaches the paunch, the finer portions, 
such as grain fed alone, are forced di- 
rectly into the "third stomach and on- 
ward. The coarse food and the grata j 
mixed with it, when the grain is thor-1 
oughly mixed with the roughage, are 
held for quite awhile in the paunch, i 
where the saliva and the water which' 
the steer drinks make them soft and | 
moist and the saliva continues to 
change the1 starch to sugar. After the ] 
coarse feed has remained in the paunch 
until it is thoroughly softened it Is 
brought back into the mouth and re- 
chewed as the cud. This allows more j 
saliva to be mixed with it, which In 
turn changes more starch into sugar, j 
and the rechewing reduces tbe food to I 
a greater fineness. The second time 
the food is swallowed it passes to tbej 
paunch, and the fine .particles go to the 
third and fourth stomachs, where the 
action of saliva ceases. 


Wheathe gratois fed separately from 


the roughage, the animal chews it but 
little, swallows it quickly, it stays but 
a short time in the paunch, and but a 
small portion or none is brought up 
with the cod and renjasttcated. This 
allows for slight action only of the sa- 
liva. The starch, which forms 12 per 
cent of corn, is not acted on by the j 
gastric juice of the stomach, and the 
large proportion, which has not been 
changed by the saliva, passes to the 
intestines undigested. 
Some of the 


juices of the intestines change the 
starch to sugar, but what .remains un- 
changed irritates the intestines, pro- 
ducing looseness and scouring. 


The boxes used in a test of mixed 


feeding at the Kansas station were 1G 
feet long, SMs feet wide at the top, 2 
feet wide at the bottom, 1M> feet in 
depth and were 2% feet from ground 
to top. They .were made tight and 
were portable, so that they could be 
kept in the driest part of the yard. 
The steers were fed in the open air. 
One feed box was required for each ten 
steers, and the grain and roughage 
were mixed and- fed together in the 
same feed box. Tlxe feeds were mixed 
and fed dry. Subsequent- experience 
indicates that it would have paid to 
dampen the hay before mixing it with 
the roughage. 


When the steers began to shed their 


hair in the spring, they threatened to 
rub tbe sh«ds and fences down. Trees

Fntll this winter there ne-ver has beei 
a time when the supply of coal or othci 
fuel was less than the demand. Tbt 
'condition that at present confronts al 
most the entire country Is a new ex 
perieace In tins land of plenty. 


This season, luwever. the citizens o> 


tbe vast extent of country east of tht 
Rocky mountains and north of Hasoi: 
nnd DIxon's line have found them- 
selves facing a situation that, to R.IT 
,the least is grave and may readily IKS 
.come appalling. In tbe midst of tin 
rigors of an unusually severe wintej 
the supply of fuel has been wocfullj 
Inadequate. The coal mined one daj 
appears to b* swallowed up on the 
mext, and there Is no reserve stock on 
iTrhich to draw, as in former years. 


Forty years or so ago, outside of tht 


large centers of population, wood wa* 
the common fuel It is only in com 
parattvely recent times that coal has 
icome Into general use iu rural comrou 
nitles. Now, however, due no doubt Iu 
n great measure tp the rapidly decreas- 
ing forests, wood lias been replaced by 
coal as a fuel. So today the shortage 
of coal is so widely felt as to be little 
short of a national calamity. 
. From all sections1 comes tbe same 
story. There is little <?oal to be had 
at any price. In some places mills 
.have had to suspend operations for 
lack of fuel, schools have been closed 
and heads of families nave shut up 
their houses and taken to hotels and 
boarding houses, - Several communi- 
ties have been so pressed for fuel that 
the shutting down of the waterworks 
nnd lighting plants has-been threat 
ened. Happily these extremes iu tlu- 
coal famine have not yet been reached 


In some localities the people have 


taken the matter into their own

resolutions to tbe effect that tbe health 
of tl»e city was endangered by the in- 
ability of tbe people to j« fuel, and 
the mayor was appealed to. Citizens I 
were promised protection aad a raid 
was made on the Illinois Central yards, 
where there were twenty cars of coal. 
Half of this was confiscated. 


Bankers, lawy»n» and business men 


joined m tbe raid. All coal taken was 
paid for, and the money will be given 
to the railroad company. At Chatham. 
X. Y., tbe same thing happened. Tbe 
people, despairing of getting coal, raid-' 
ed a train that was sidetracked and 
helped themselves. As In the other in- ] 
stances, the leading citizens took part [ 
and tbe coal was weighed and paid for. j 


In Nebraska coal Is so scarce that: 


tbe farmers have been compelled to' 
burn corn. At first they started burn- j 
ing fence posts and loose timbers, but 
now they lia^e nothing left to barn but * 
corn, and this they have been feeding to 
tbe flames regardless of the fact that it 
is worth 35 cents a bushel. At one time ' 
the street railway of Omaha was only ' 
an hour ahead on Its coal supply. Corn j 
is also being used as fuel in central II-; 
llnols by the farmers. 


Even In Pennsylvania tbe coal fam- 


ine has reached such on acute stage 
that many industries in the smaller 
towns have shut down. In the country j 
districts the distress is so great that; 
farmers travel thirty to forty miles to j 
the coal districts with their teams to 
supply pressing needs. 


In the big cities conditions are but 


little better. Much suffering has re- 
sulted, to the poor. In the great centers 
the coal is doled out by the pailful, and 
every effort of tbe municipal authori- 
ties, charitable societies and Individual 
philanthropists has been bent to fur- 
nish supplies to this class. 


Acute as Hie situation is. It does not 


lack its humorous features." Some of

While this may b« 
true iu •on:* ca^es, it would Mem not 
to apply to instructions as to the best 
method* of f*edLig aniutala. For years 
the Stool.man and Fanner has been 
dinning into the ears of its readers 
the necessity of economy iu beef pro-1 
ductioii. \Vheu \ve say economy we do ] 
not mean short rations, says Lucius 
Stock well, but just the reverse. Econ- 
omy in beef production means good 
animals, full feed, good shelter. 


The steer born in spring o^sht to l>c 


sold July 1 after he is two years old., 
He ought to weigh at that age not less' 
than 1.400 pounds. He ougl't to be w ell 
bred and possess a well rounded form.' 
That looks easy, especially when we 
read of such weights being attained by 
yearlings. But -a glance at the market 
quotations would indicate that good 
cattle are very difficult to produce.] 
When we see some steers sell at 4 cents 
and some at G. in the same yards the j 
same day, and when we find that the 
best ones are scarce nad the poorer ( 
ones numerous, it would look as though 
the art of feeding is n well guarded sts j 
crot possessed by bnt few. On the coa ! 
trary the Stockman and Farmer bus 
tsed barrels of ink m its efforts to get 
tho feeders of the country to grow the I 
sl^x cent Icfnd and tohl them a hundred 
times just how to do it. Given sonwj 
fairly good cows (and most farmers. 
have that kiudj. tl'en the bull—heie is' 
where most people fall down. Tbt> hay 
and corn and jjiass are just as good as> 
the six cent cattle eat, but the bnll Js' 
too often the four cent kind, and his] 
calves of course are tbe same. The man 
at the elevator buj s your corn at, say. j 
50 cents. He puts it into his elevator 
and expects to take out fifty cent corn J 
or more. The farmer puts a trasliel of i 
fifty cent corn into his four cent steer! 
and expects little in return, nor is he 
disappointed. He expects little la re-' 
turn because his methoJs are the meth-' 
ods of four cent men He doesn't be-! 
lieve in shelter, and for this reason he' 
never makes any gains In wrater; in j 
fact his animals come out in tl.e spring 
•weighing less by a hundred pounds! 
tl'nn they did the fall be:ore. Not only 
must this loss be made good, but the | 
loss of condition also 
XOAV. if be had] 


bought and used a good bull at tho( 
Btait his calves would have been t>o 
much better that bis pride m them 
would have induced him to focd and 
shelter them better than be did tln-j 
scrubs As well kept animals always 
reciprocate for care arid attention they 
become an object lesson in bleeding 
and feeding too ob\ ions to be ignoied. 
Thus tbe owner of well bml cattle be- 
comes almost unconsciously a good 
feeder. He fixes up his barns. He looks 
to the water supply. He studies, feed- 
ing rations, suhsciibes for farm' papers, 
attends fairs and breeder^' a^soc.atio'is 
jnd farms better In many w ays. I have 
known the purchase of n siujrle bull tn 
bring about the above results. When 
we think of the thousands of cattle 
marketed every year at a lo'ss to then 
breeders and feeders and thnt so few 
make assignments, it speaks volumes 
for the business and proves that farm- 
Ing is the best business on earth.

MRS. PAGET'S LOST SUIT. 


Senator George Graham Vest of Mis- 


touri, tvho on March 3 n^t will retire 
from tbe L'uited States senate, in 
which he has been a force since 1S79. 
im been iu public life since 1800 aud 
is one of the two surviving members 
of tbe Confederate senate that sat ,in 
Eichiaoud in 1&C3. 


Fcr many years Senator Test was 


regarded as the best equipped debater 
on the D&nocratic side and one of the 
best in the senate. For several years 
Senator Vest's health has been failing, 
and bis voice has been seldom heard. 
On the rare occasions when he has spo- 
ken tbe fire of the senator's earlier 
days "has been lacking, and bis physical 
weakness and feeble voice make his 
efforts seem a reminiscence. 


Vest is not the oldest man in the sen- 


ate, having been born in 1830, but he is 
near it There have been few greater 
orators in the senate than be and none 
who was a greater master of invective. 


Vest has been one of the best story 


tellers the senate has ever known, and 
many good stories that have appeared 
in print originated with him. 


When Vest was a member of the 


Confederate States congress, he became 
aware that sentiment in Missouri was 
being aroused against him by the as- 
jertJoji that he preferred the life of a 
legislator to .that of a soldier. He 
thereupon shouldered a musket and 
went to the war. 


The -first battle in which he was en- 


gaged the Confederates lost, and Vest 
\ras retiring from the field when he 
met a soldier from his own district. 


"Jim." he said, "you see what I am 


doing?" 


"Ties," said the other. 
"Now, Jim," said Vest, "I want you 


to go back to Missouri and tell them 
there that you saw nie fighting for my 
country. Tell them, Jim, that you saw 
me in a battle yourself." 


Jim saSd he would do as he was bid 


and started on his way. 


"Oh, Jim!" Vest called after him, as 


a new thought flashed into his mind 


UOTV lie?

Traluloads of coal have been confis- 
cated aud their contents distributed to 
tbe householders, the whole populace 
turning out to assist in the distribution. 
In every instance, however, the coal 
has been weighed and payment tea- 
dered to the railroads that were trans- 
porting the coal. 


) Some notable cases of seizures of coal 
were those at Arcola, IJU Chatham, N.v 
Y., and Tuscola, III. At Arcola an Illi- 
nois Central train containing sixteen 
cars of coal was compelled to stop on 
account of a breakdown lu the engine. 
Practically half the persons in Arcola 
were out of fuel, and several of the 
business houses had been compelled to^ 
close on account of being unable to 
heat their stores 
For days several of 


the prominent business men had beeb 
agitating the question of stopping a 
train and seizing the coal. The plan 
met the approval of many, and It bad 
been decided to flag a train and conns-' 
cate the fuel. 


When tbe train stopped for repairs 


the news at once spread. One of the 
leading business men in behalf of tb» 
citizens went to the local agent of the 
railroad and offered to.pay for the coal 
nnd also the freight but his offer was 
refused, whereupon 'the whole, sixteen 
carloads were declared 
confiscated.. 


Among those active In the confiscation 
•were ministers, bankers, policemen an'd 
nearly nil tbe prominent business men. 


The raid was well organized, and as 


far as possible tbe coal was distributed 
In lots of one ton each. A member of 
the staff of tbe late Governor Tanner 
Was chosen grand marshal of the day. 
He helped keep the crowd from doing 
^violence nnd endeavored to keep the 
wagons In line so aa to await their turn, 
'but tbe drivers were eager for action, 
*n"d this pnrt of the programme wai 
jVery difficult A weigher was appointed, 
and all loads were afMHMlittL in 
tbe bope of bringing

been so fortunate. Here Is where th« 
lun comes In. The dealer with coal 
usually refuses to sell to nny but his 
regular customers. These happy ones 
sometimes take pity on their less for- 
tunate neighbors. So that it has be- 
come a not uncommon sight when the 
shades of night have fallen to see a 
well to do ^citizen equipped with a 
wheelbarrow and trundling a day's 
supply of fuel from his neighbor's bin 
to his own bare cellaW 


Even the law has been Invoked 


against tbe dealers. The retail deal- 
ers^, in many cities have felt themselves 
justified in discriminating in favor of 
regular customers. That is to say, in 
the case of applicants who have not 
been regular customers the dealers ei- 
ther refuse to supply at all or exact 
higher prices. The victims of snch 
discrimination 
consider 
themselves 


wronged, and some of them have de- 
termined to raise tbe question in tbe 
courts. 


Of course there Is a mystery about 


the coal famine. Everybody knows 
that the supply is short because of the 
long strike of tbe miners. 
However, 


knowing about It has not lessened tbe 
inconvenience and distress that tbe 
lack of fuel has entailed on,tbe coun- 
try. Both rich and poor have felt tbe 
pinch. Tbe poor of course have had 
the hardest time. It Is difficult enough 
for them to keep warm wben coal is 
plenty. Under existing condition* many 
would doubtless have perished but for 
the efforts that have heea made in 
their bcbalf. 


Tbe most discouraging feature of the 


situation Is that'there seems to be lit- 
^le prospect of relief until tbe advent 
of spring brings warm weather. Tbe 
miners seem to be doing tbclr best, but 
appear unable to produce more than 
Is needed for daily consumption. For 
tbe remainder of the winter th* coal 
question will probably be a band to 
mouth affair, and the man wbo ha* 
more than a week's supply in hi* bin 
will b* retarded aa one of fortune's ft- 
raitea, 


Sheep are fed for a double purpose- 


wool and mutton. Don't make the mis- 
take of feeding for mutton and start 
ing for wool, because wben feeding for 
the one you are also feediug for the 
other, and if you imagine that fecthus 
may be curtailed or neglected when 
orly vcol is •wnntpcl. you ronke a se 
nous mistake. Good wool inquires uni- 
form feeding, for a short period of dep- 
rhntiou causes n weak streak all 
through the fleece, and buyers are al 
ways on the lookout for detects that 
wjjl reduce the puces. Sheep lor wool 
need not -bo fed like these fed for fat, 
but should be kept in a good, thrifty 
condition throughout, the year. When 
the object of feeding is both wool nnd 
mutton, feed for the mutton, and jou 
Ket the fleece. You may take a thin 
lamb aud fatten him for mutton In a 
short time, but his fleece will be 
rlor, whereas, If the lamb has 
ktfbt iu good condition continuouslv. 
feeding for fat will merely improve 
the fleece 


Salt For Stieep. 


Some vorj valuable exporlnipnts have 


recently been made in Franfv regard- 
ing the valn« of salt for sheep. Thre<» 
lots were treated alike hi the matter of 
food, c.\cojrt thnt one lot had no salt 
supplied, a second had half an ounce 
given then) everj day and the rest 
three-quarters of an ounce. The results 
show that those uaiiug tlie-allowance 
of half an ounce of salt did the best. 
These gained four nnd a half pounds 
more than those that received tbree- 
qunrteis of an ounce. All- the sheep 
that were supplied with" salt made 13.4 
pounds more wool and had a better 
fleece than those which bad .none.

treaty between this country and Col 
ombia has 'been signed and the 
United States is now free to begin 
work on the Panama canal. 


•Washington has waited patiently 


for Colombia, more patiently than the 
American people a& a -whole. 
The 


concession which has been granted 
•waa worth waiting for, undoubtedly, 
but Colombia's dilatoriness has been 
most vexatious. Now that the mattei 
to finally settled, however, there wil' 
be no further delay. \Vork on the 
isthmus will begin at the earliest pos 
telble moment; and the 
work that 


France and De Lesseps could not ac 
complish, the United States and its 
engineers will push to rapid comple 
tion. 


The opening of an inter-oceanic 


canal means much to this country 
Under the control of another country, 
its existence might be a menace tc 
as, 'but under our own control it will 
be invaluable in the event of a foreign 
•war. 


Its value to commerce, too, can 


hardly be estimated 
In this respect 


we are conferring a benefit upon the 
whole world. The ships of every na

FOR NEARLY FORTY-TWO YEARS

The story is told as gospel truth at 


Fort Meade- Dying men tell it as the 
truth that the headless trooper who 
visits the bay corral on the nights of 
the full moon is the ghost of Sergeant 
Sullivan, the bravest and most daring 
Irishman that ever helped to suppress 
an Indian outbreak. It was just before 
the memorable massacre of the gallant 
Ouster anil his men. Fort Meade was 
then a frontier post, and the Sioux 
were raising Cain. Only half of the 
garrison dared to sleep at a time—the 
other half watched 'for redskins. Ser- 
geant Sullivan was on duty at the hay 
corral. It was known that the strip 
of woods to the south of the fort was 
alive with Indians, full of drink and 
deviltry, welcoming an opportunity to 
burn the fort and slaughter the hand- 
ful of L*Rcle Ram's boys in the garri- 
son; consequently the extra precau- 
tions in the guard.

The meat remarkable escape from 


death I e\er saw occurred at Klerks- 
dorp. Transvaal, in A^rJl, 1001, wnd a 
member of the Uoyal Hriti.sb engineers 
not K>;!g ago. 


At the time I r"fer to I was in com- 


pany of fovr t-orunujt-s trt-!:S;ii.g around 
K I* rso-ilon* and ju-ighi-orbood in search 
ot forage for cur auiinaJs. 
We had 


to exercise great caution owing to the 
fact that the lioers were in close vi- 
cinity. We had been searching unsuc- 
cessfully for ifce best part of tbe day, 
when upon rounding a kopje (nick- 
named Gibraltar; we came in sight of 
a group of springbok grazing about 
three-quarters way up be kopje. 


The place where the deer wore graz- 


ing was about 400 feet above the veldt 
level, and the sides of the kopje were 
as vertical as a wall. 
We "tossed 


np" to see who should make the climb, 
and the choice fell to a man named 
Stanley, who, "grousing" at his luck, 
commenced the ascent and after some 
very narrow escapes from slipping was 
successful in reaching a practically 
close position to the deer. We could 
see him taking aim and at last after a 
period of suspense beard the report of 
tho shot and saw one of the deer fall 
to its knees, while the others made n 
stampede straight for the place where 
Stanley was lying. 


Directly behind him was a clear drop 


of 400 feet and in front the deer (lash- 
ing at terrific speed straight at him. 
His only course was to meet th£ deer 
with another shot and trust to this ei- 
ther to stop or turn them. This he did, 
but instead of turning them, as he an- 
ticipated, it merely gave force to their 
already great terror and infuriation. 
Two big bucks made a rush at him sf- 


rapid fire on an ugly Rionx whom he 
saw skulking on his pony at the dis- 
tant end of the hay corral. With darc- 
dciil bravery he went in pursuit of tho 
Indian, and tho hitter started for the 
Rlrip of woods. Snllhan Meant to 
make it a race for tiio life of the Indi- 
an, lie did not stop to think what was 
in store for himself. The Indian and 
the trooper readied the edgo of the 
woods the length of a broncho atiart. 
'Llm garrison, aroused, saw Sullivan 
disappear, 't was less than a minute 
of awful suspense; then a wild, exult- 
ant, fiendish chorus of yells came from 
the spot, in the midst of which Sulli- 
van and hi A horse reappeared in a wild 
dash and headed across tho prairie. 
The bravo sergeant sat upright in his 
Kiddle headless. He soon disappeared 
under the clouds that skirted Jhr> moon- 
lighted horizon, never to reappear again 
except in the appan-ion that rushes 
through tho hay corral at midnight 
when the moon is full. 


The life of many a Sioux paid tho 


penalty for the horrible deed that 
brought the phanto.ni trooper to Port 
Monde.

One day In April last the In- 
dians assembled at aj chosen spot far 
up ia the San Bernardino mountains, 
the condemned but unsuspecting girl 
among them. A circle was formed and 
a sort of preliminary ceremonial car- 
ried out. Maria Victoria was then 
brought into the center of the circle 
and promptly condemned by two In- 
dians sitting as judges in the case, 
Bruce was selected as the executioner. 
He stepped forward with a rope and 
placed the tioose around the girl's neck. 
Slowly he drew the coil about her 
throat and deliberately choked her to 
death. Her struggles are described as 
terrible, but not au Indian among all 
the spectators raised hand or voice in 
protest against the murder.

The Indian chief, with his 
feathered head dress, the American 
soldier and sailor, the rough rider 
and the Mexican vaquero touched el- 
bows with the Colonial cavalier, the 
Spanish grandee and the Asiatic mo- 
gul.

Uncle Sain, con- 
spicuous in his suit of red, white and 
blue, with the big white hat, danced 
with a diminutive Miss Columbia.
